ANOTHER menace is mine*— 
both sea and land. The em 
ployment of this defense against 
amphibious attacks has been de­ 
veloped to a fine point by the Ger­ 
mans, 
The English channel along tbe 
French shore is likely to be filled 
with mines. Mine sweepers will 
precede the fleet, but many barges 
laden with troops, and many war­ 
ships, will be destroyed. 
Tbe land mines are even a great­ 
er menace, for the Germans ars 
following the h i g h l y effective 
scheme of wholesale mining of 
every beach which might be used 
as a bridgehead. 
The Hitlerites have every strate­ 
gic point along the whole channel 
Invasion 
coast 
heavily fortified. 
Dieppe and other landings have 
demonstrated that these defenses 
provide for intensive fire of all 
calibers, from big guns to rifles, 
and this can be concentrated on 
vital landing points. Barbed wire 
lines the shores and tank barriers 
are terribly formidable. 
Whatever way you look at It, 
the Invasion is going to be a cost­ 
ly thing unless Hitler is rendered 
virtually impotent in advance. 
What the Anglo-American allies 
have to figure out in answering 
Moscow is whether the present 
status of the war warrants taking 
such a chance right now.

Americans Gain Five Miles; 


Hitler’s Men Fire Homes 


And Wipe Out Civilians

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS. Al­ 
giers, Oct. 20—Threatened on their 
left flank by a swift American 
drive that cut forward five miles, 
the Germans fell back today from 
the Volturno valley to a fresh 
mountain line, it was announced, 
leaving behind them one of tbe 
war’s worst scenes of destruction. 
The Germans are retreating to 
establish a strong new mountain 
line anchored on the high Massico 
ridge and the town of Mondragone, 
six miles north of the Volturno 
river's mouth, and extending 27 
miles northeast to Venafro. 
Official dispatches from Fifth 
army headquarters said the Nazis 
are burning houses, shooting civil­ 
ians, destroying livestock, 
tear­ 
ing up railroads, dynamiting roads 
and firing haystacks to provide 
smokescreens to cover their re­ 
treat. 
Nazis Held High Ridges 
The devastation of the country­ 
side and wiping out of civilians as 
well az their farms was the most 
complete yet encountered as the 
German fury towards the Italians 
rem ohed a new peak. 
The new enemy line is made up 
of a series of high, difficult ridges 
intersected by deep valleys through 
which pass the main highways 
from Naples to Rome.

Germany’s Blackest Hours

STOCKHOLM, Oct. SO—The last 24 hours, in which the Red army 
cracked the German eastern front defenses in a major break, 
were the blackest of the war for Germany, Swedish correspondents 
reported today from Berlin. 
The Berlin correspondent of Aftonbladet said if Soviet troops 
can follow up their smashing break-*

through the "Germans realise it 
can't mean anything but a catas- 
trope that would put Stalingrad 
in a shadow." 
"As a whole, the war reports 
since yesterday have given Ger­ 
many its blackest day since the 
war started, even counting Stalin­ 
grad," said the Aftonbladet dis­ 
patch which passed German cen­ 
sorship. 
"It is obvious to every German 
that the Russians, not the Germans, 
have the initiative, and Red army 
force, instead of growing weaker, 
grows stronger, piling up great 
troubles for the German army. 
Elven the most optimistic German 
hesitates now in viewing what is 
going to happen." 
Swedish correspondents indicate 
that there has not been so much 
anxiety in Berlin sinoe Berliners 
began to prepare for aerial war­ 
fare against the reich capital after 


the devastation of Hamburg in 
early August. 
There ie considerable specula­ 
tion bere that there is more be­ 
hind the latest conference between 
Adolf Hitler and Nail leaders than 
announced through official German 
agencies. 
Berlin dispatches said MaJ. Som- 
merfeldt, official representative of 
the German high command, an­ 
nounced tbe breach in the German 
lines to a press conference with 
tbe solemn words: "I am sorry I 
have to announce a Russian break­ 
through on the German front." 
Stockhoims Tidningeu said Som- 
merfeldt had not need such a sol­ 
emn tone or similar words since 
the fall of Stalingrad. He made no 
effort to hide the fact that the 
German situation on the eastern 
front ie critical, the correspond­ 
ent added, and no longer insisted 
that the breach could be repaired.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., OoL 20 — 
District headquarters of the United 
Mine Workers of America called a 
mass meeting of all local union 
presidents and mine committeemen 
today In an effort to speed a back 
to-work movement of thousands of 
Alabama coal miners. 
‘‘Somebody apparently is per­ 
suading tbe men to stay out of the 
mines after they voted to return 
to work," said James H. Terry, 
UMW international representative. 
Tbe week-long walkout, unauthor­ 
ised by the UMW, has resulted in 
an estimated production loss of 
290,000 tons of coal, the shutting 
down of seven blast furnaces and 
seven open hearth furnaces and 
bas posed a threat to industrial 
and domestic supplies in this area. 
The work stoppage began Oct. 
13 following release of the mines 
from federal managership and at 
its peak over the week-end approxi­ 
mately 22.000 were idle. 
An estimated 3.500 returned to 
tbe mines Monday after a request 
by John L. Lewis. UMW president, 
with an additional 500 reporting 
back yesterday.

The meeting was of half 
an hour duration. 
The topic was Introduced when 
Councilman Edgar Williamson re­ 
ported that an Investigation made 
by the finance committee, of which 
he Is a member, showed that there 
is no money available for straight 
enlng and renewing curbing previ­ 
ously requested by property own­ 
ers. 
Councilman Ted Swearingen de­ 
clared 
he feels that the curb 
should be repaired on Clark ave. 
in front of and near the Hunter 
property because a dangerous con­ 
dition exists there due to the angle 
irons 
being 
exposed. 
To 
Mr. 
Swearingen’s 
inquiry, 
C. ' Fred 
Oluth, Safety-Service Director re­ 
plied he had no idea what it would 
cost. 
Only IS Affected 
Mr: Williamson 
informed Mr. 
Swearingen that the report ap­ 
plied only to the request made 
Oct. 15 of 15 abutting property 
owners on Washington ave. be­ 
tween Seventh and Eighth sts., as 
repairs to the Clark ave. curbing 
had been approved as a safety 
measure. 
Although the auto license and 
gas tax funds show a fair balance 
for September, City Auditor Earl 
Sboub explained that outstanding 
bills will take practically all the 
money on hand and there is no 
assurance of how much the city 
will receive for the remainder of 
the year. 
Councilman Charles Stewart ex 
pressed the opinion that the re 
port of the auditor would be more 
enlightening lf be listed the out­ 
standing bills along with the bal­ 
ances each month. 
Auditor Shoub replied that he 
could do this, but he reminded 
council that it should be acquaint­ 
ed with most of the bills since 
they had been brought up at other 
meetings. 
Councilman Joe Finney asked lf 
council is afraid to go into debt 
to obtain much-needed street im­ 
provements, especially on Center 
s t from Ninth to 15th sts., lith 
st. and unpaved streets in his 
ward? He said that a bond issue 
would be a much better way to 
get the funds since money frou^ 


the auto and gas tax fund would 
not go far. 
Mr. Gluth agreed that a bond 
issue would be a wise investment 
because a permanent improvement 
could be made instead of contlnu 
ally going over the same job, when 
it needed repairs. 
“If you had the money could you 
get the materials”, queried Mr. 
Stewart? Mr. Gluth replied that 
In the past three weeks the gov­ 
ernment had made it easier to get 
materials. 
Mr. Swearingen echoed Mr. Fin­ 
ney’s sentiments that Center st. 
needed resurfacing, adding that 
the street had been down approxi­ 
mately 32 years and nothing had 
been done to it in all that time.

* * Rome is producing one benefit not being de- 
scrlbed in communiques. 
American and British troops ar* gaining ex- 
parlance. This Is their first land campaign on 
european aoli, aside from the brief and disas­ 
trous experiences of the Brltfsh in Norway and 
Greaoa. 
While the terrain in the southern half of the 
Italian peninsula is not the same as th at of 
Trance, for instance, or the Low Countries, it 
la typical of some of the ground over which the 
final campaigns in the encirclement of Gknrmany 
may be fought, When those campaigns finally 
are launched, it m ay be expected th at not only 
the experience but many of the officers and en­ 
listed men will be transferred from Italy. 
Tim Italian campaign, itself, bas had th# bene­ 
fit on the Allied side of the final stages of the 
North African campaign, baptism of fire for 
United States troops and a new experience for 
the British army whioh had mastered the tech­ 
nique of desert fighting but still had not prac­ 
ticed the technique of fighting in mountainous 
country. 
It must bis counted ae fortunate that the cost 
of the experience, though high, is not as high 
as It would be lf it were not being gained at 
th# expense of a German arm y which is no longer 
Able to stand and fight but m ust enter each en­ 
gagement In the expectation of falling back 
under euperior force.

I f file treasury were to apply the most rigorous 
possible standards of antl-lnflstlonsry war fi­ 
nance, and lf wa were to disregard the im plicit 
hardship* for persons who haft not shared In 
wartime prosperity or art bound by pro-war com­ 
mitments," ho told a Washington audience, "the 
treasury*! proposed HO,SOO,OOO,OOO tax program 
wpuld seem modest indeed."

GLOBE with a map of the 
world on it, and a long view 
of history, are at this tim e the 
best introduction to the Moscow 
conference. 
For there are great and endur- 
ing Imperatives which none of the 
governments represented there can 
alter, and the m easure of their 
success will be how 
well they 
have 
understood 
these 
realities, 
and have shaped their actions ac­ 
cordingly. 
Britain, Russia and the United 
States are the three great states 
which have the main sources of 
their existence and of their power 
outside of the continent of Europe. 
Their prim ary concern about Eu 
rope is that the continent should 
be a t peace. For none of them 
can be secure and none of them 
can live its national life well un 
less the continent flourishes and 
fat friendly. 
Britain, Russia and the United 
States are world powers la th at 
all of tham face both th* great 
ocean* and have vital Interests 
which, consequently, encircle the 
globe. 
This is the 
reason 
why the 
Initial agreem ent bae to be arrived 
a t by them. 
There are many other great na­ 
tions and no sense of moral or 
other superiority is Implied when 
we recognise the plain fact that 
these three alone are, in the full 
sense of the words, world powers. 
C 
HINA is a great nation but ber 
interests are in Asia. not in 
Europe or in the A tlantic world. 
Germany is a powerful state but 
solely a European state. Japan is 
an Asiatic state. 
Therefore, Britain, Russia and 
the United States have the pri­ 
mary—though by no means the 
exclusive — responsibility for a 
settlem ent which will prevent an­ 
other world war. 
The crucial question is whether 
there is among Britain, Russia and 
America any conflict of vital in­ 
terest which compels them to pre­ 
fer the risks of enother great war 
to an accommodation of their dif­ 
ferences. 
When we examine this question 
we find at once th at none wants 
from either of the others anything 
that belongs to either of them. 
Our differences, then, can arise 
only over our relations with other 
states—that is to say, with the 
enemy states and with our allies. 
The question is w hether we can 
agre* to conduct these relations 
so as to unite rather than divide 
us for the establishm ent of a last­ 
ing peace.

Eden, Molotov and Hoi! or Messrs 
Churchill, 
Stalin 
and 
Roosevelt 
can foresee, define and settle once 
and for ail the whole complex of 
Issues over which differences can 
and will arise in Europe and Asia 
To do that is beyond the wit of 
man. 
It follows inexorably th at the 
principal task of th e Moscow con­ 
ference is to reach an agreem ent 
on ways and means of reaching 
further agreem ents. 
Certain 
practical 
and 
immedl 
ately urgent decisions bearing upon 
the conduct of the war m ust be 
taken. 
But It would be a m istake to ex­ 
pect or to wish for a completed 
blueprint of the settlem ent and 
constitution of the post-war world. 
In fact, we should avoid taking 
an 
over • dram atic, over • anxious 
view of the m eeting in Moscow 
and cease to imagine that the fate 
of th* world (urns on how Mr. 
Hull, Mr. MOlotov and Mr. Eden 
get on with one another. 
The conference will have been 
successful if it produces organs of 
consultation and combined action 
The best news we have had is 
that* this is precisely how the 
Russians, the British and the most 
clear-headed 
Americans 
t h i n k 
about the coming conference..

The battle of the bombers will be the major 
military lesson of the war. Everything that has 
been learned ainee Germany unleashed its air 
power at the beginning of the war will be ana­ 
lyzed endlessly in the post-war years to establish 
the powers and weakness of air power for fu­ 
ture use. Experience will prove what theory 
never could prove: W hether or not the airplane 
has necessitated complete revision of the classic 
rules of war. 
On* fact already Is undis^puhxi. Ability to re­ 
place planes is fully as Important as the quality 
of the planes and their operation. Germany still 
has excellent planes and fine pilots, but the 
planes are not being produced fast enough to 
keep abreast of the production of the United 
States, Great Britain and Russia. Communiques 
from all fronts reveal that the German air fores 
no longer is taking great risks for great gains; 
it la being driven ever closer to a policy of con­ 
versation, and war cannot be waged successfully 
by conservation. 
In the long view it may be plain that Germany 
began to lose the war when it began to lose the 
complete command of the air that made it in­ 
vincible in 1939, 1940, 1941 and even, in some 
w et theaters, aa late as 1942-

good way is to let a thinly sliced 
raw potato heat gently in the fat 
until the potato is brown, then 
atrain and discard potato and other 
particles.

smoke, for burned fat is not only 
very Indigestible but bas a pretty

Another 
method of clarifying such fats as 
those of bacon or sausage is to 
simmer it for 19 minutes in a pan 
with twice as much w ater aa fat. 
When strained and chilled, the 
fat can be successfully skimmed 
off the top. leaving the water be­ 
low. But this isn’t such a good idea, 
although many housewives favor it. 
It seems that tbe w ater removes 
the salt and other flavorings and 
much of the flavor of the fat as 
well, and if soma w ater should 
cling to the lower surface of the 
fat, there is bound to be spattering 
when it Is used.

Child Payments Boosted In 


Bill Sent To Roosevelt 


Br TIM United Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 — The 
senate Tuesday accepted by voice 
vote a house-approved 
bill in­ 
creasing allotments for depend­ 
ents of enlisted servicemen and 
sent it to the White House for 
signature. 
The measure, passed by the 
house Monday without a dissent­ 
ing vote, contains the same scale 
of dependency allotments the sen­ 
ate previously had approved in a 
draft deferment bill now being re­ 
written by a house military af­ 
fairs sub-committee. 
It does not change the present 
$50 monthly allowance for wives 
of servicemen but increases to $30 
a month the allotment for the 
first child and to $20 monthly for 
each additional child. The pres­ 
ent scale is $12 and $10. 
Men In the fifth, sixth and sev­ 
enth grades (higher than army 
and marine sergeants and com­ 
parable navy and coast guard 
grades), presently ineligible, have 
the option of taking advantage of 
the allowances in lien of, but not 
in addition to, their regular allot­ 
ments for dependents’ quarters. 
A private with a wife and two 
children would be eligible for 
family allowances of $100 a month, 
$28 more than the present acate 
of $72. With one child the allot­ 
ment would be $80 monthly.

America Makes Two Moves 
For Closer Ties With Russia 


New Lend-Lease Pact Brings More Munitions, Supplies 


To Reds, Who Will Provide Us With Raw Material

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20—Two American moves for closer rela­ 
tions with Russia were disclosed Tuesday as the first great Anglo- 
American-Soviet conference of the war got underway In Moscow. 
The United States, along with the United Kingdom and Canada, 
signed a new lend-lease agreement promising to Russia increased 
shipments of munitions and sup­ 
plies. 
This promise already is being 
kept and, It was learned, even may 
be exceeded. Russia likewise plans 
to do more for the western allies 
under the new agreement by sup­ 
plying raw materials.

Furthermore, it was learned that

The new lend-lease agreement, 
known as the “third 
protocol” 
among those who drew it ap, cov­ 
ers Anglo-American-Canadian aid 
to Russia and Russian reciprocal 
aid to the western allies for the 
12 months beginning last July I. 
It represents a compromise be­ 
tween all the Russians wanted and 
what the western allies felt they 
could furnish.

agreements are not announced. 
Under the new agreement, as un­ 
derstood here, Russia will under­ 
take to furnish raw materials, such

President Roosevelt, responding 
to a senatorial plea tor establish­ 
ment of a separate air force, said 
recently such a change at the mo­ 
ment might be a serious impedi­ 
ment to plans already mapped, but 
added that consideration is being 
given constantly to the need for 
such a revision. 
He pointed out that the chief of 
the air forces, Gen. Henry H. Arn­ 
old, is a four-star general, holding 
rank equal to the chief of the land 
forces.
